Militiaman: 
Lawmakers 
may be shot

BOISE - Tlic leader of the U.S. Militia 
Association says civil war could be com- 
ing - and with it. the need to shoot Idaho 
legislators in the face. 

"Go up and look legislators in the face, 
because some day you may be forced to 
blow it off," Samuel Sherwood .said in 
Boise on March 2, according to this 
week’s edition of the Boise Weekly. 

Friday. Sherwood told 77je Times-News 
that he said something "similar" to the 
Boise Weekly quote. 

"I .said something about ‘You may have 
to be shooting them in the face’ - and that 
may well happen,” Sherwood said. 

Sherwood, who leads the Blackfoot- 
based USMA, hos made headlines this 
year by appearing with statewide Republi- 
' cai!. leaders. ” ” 

But Friday, Sherwood's comments an- 
gered many GOP-Stotchousc officiols, 
who label his predictions "frightening” 
and “uncivilized.” 

In his book, "Establishing Independent v 
Militia in the United States,” Sherwood 
advocates using militias to defy federal 
law ond .says that federal troops would 
never kill their own people on behalf of 
President Clinton. 

Friday, Sherwood predicted some Idaho 
lawmakers will betray Idaho - and cling to, 
Washington. D.C. - when and if civil war 
erupts. Hcncc. the need to shoot them, 

Sherwood has organized militia associa- 
tions in several Idaho counties and in oth- 
er Western suites. 

He says history shows that politicians 
frequently pick the wrong side in a revolu- 
tion. He notes colonial leaders who op- 
posed George Washington and Civil War- 
era politicians who abandoned dieir suites. 
Today’s politicians, Sherwood suggests, 
arc no dificrent. 

The turmoil of 1776 and 1861 could 
come to America again. “There may well 
yet be another division of that kind again,” 
Sherwood said, adding that such strife 
"will only bring upon us destruction." 

Sherwood’s comments aren’t playing to 
positive reviews at the Capitol.

East shivers in record chill as wet, windy storm hits West 


-Hio Associated ftps 

More heavy min contribulcd to flooding Friday in North- 
ern Californio, with gale-force wind whipping trees and 
power lines. In the East, temperatures fell to record lows 
from the Corolinos to New York state. 

A Ituge low pressure area centered near Canada's Vancou- 
ver island covered the West Coast, lashing the area with 
strong wind and heavy rain. 

Wind blew at 80 mph through the Sierra Nevoda on Fri- 
day. Wind on Thursday hit 155 mph at Lake Tahoe SiunmiL 

Flash flood and mudslide warnings were posted for much 
of a 200-mile stretch of Californio from Sonoma to Mon- 
terey. Mimy northern California streams and rivers were near 
orobovebonkful. 

Rainfall amounts in the 24 hours up to midnflernoon Fri- 
day ranged from 2 to more than 12 inches from the Washing- 
ton coast through central ColiromiQ. Some coostal mountain 


-locationS-ncar.San. Luis. Obispo had. received inafc.than.8__ 
inches of min since Thursday. 

Heavy snow fell at higher elevations of the Sierras, gener- 
ally above 7,000 feet, with 2 to 3 feet overnight around Lake 
Tahoe and 3 to 4 feet around Mammoth. 

Elsewhere, a mountainous section of Interstate 90 near 
Livingston, Mont., remained closed Friday after being shut 
down one day earlier because of high wind that blew over on 
empty tractor-trailer rig. Wind hit 44 mph Friday at Liv- 
ingston and was presumed along the highway, the Na- 
tional Weather Service said. 

An area of high pressure held dry, cold air over the central 
and eastern sections of the nation.

Dnicc Psaty, an epidemiologist at 
the University of Washington in 
Seattle.

Report on ’60s study suggests 
margarine doubles hazard 


' SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Men 
who ale six teaspoons of mar- 
garine per day had twice the heart 
disease risk of men who didn't cat 
any margarine, a study has found. 

The study failed to find any 
harmful cITccts from the consump- 
tion of butter, but researchers said 
Uut finding was probably due td die 
study's limitations. 

It was Uie latest of several studies 
to ^int an accusing finger at mar- 
garine, which has long been touted 
as a safer alternative to butler. Out, 
not all studies have found margarine” 
to be harmful, and researchers are 
scrambling to try to resolve what 
lias b«omc a murky issue. 

Thcre'.s one thing they agree 


on; It's not time to give up on 
margarine and go back io butter. 

The most recent findings were 
based on information gathered 
during from 1966-1969 in the ; 
Framingham Heart Study, a well- 
known, decades-long study of 
residents of the Boston suburb , of ' 
Framingham. 

The risks arc probably much 
lower now because the margarine 
.sticks sold in the 1960s had fur 
higher levels of trans fatty acids 
than most of the tubs of soft mar- 
garine and low-fat spreads sold 
today, said one of the new 
study's authors, Dr. Matthew 
Gillman, an epidemiologist at 
Harvard Medical School.

"There have been several studies 
soying these arc hazardous for your 
health, but they're .still being used," 
Ridker said. 

Psaty studied 623 people who had 
had heart attacks and a control group 
of 2,032 who hadn't. When he deter- 
mined the drugs they had been tak- 
ing, he found that those on calcium 
channel blockers had a hcan disease 


risk 60 percent higher than those 
taking beta blockers or diuretics, 
The study wa.s funded by the 
National Institutes of Health. 

Psaty .said he prescribes calcium 
channel blockers for .some paiieni.s 
who don't respond to beta blockers 
or diuretics. BuL calcium channel 
blockers .shouldn't be used routinc-” 
ly, he said. 

Dr, John T. Henderson, a senior 
vice president at the Pfizer pharma- 
ceutical company in New York, said 
he didn't think all calcium channel 
blockers were likely to have the 
same risks. "These drugs aren’t 
absolutely identical." he said. Pfi/.cr 
makes Procardia. 

Psaty said he looked at several 
different kinds of calcium channel 
blockers in his study and could find 
no difference in risk among them.

Bill to tighten Indian gambling 
rules targets national lottery 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Hoping to 
bolster his conservative credentials for 
the 1996 presidential race, Senate 
Majority Letulcr Bob Dole proposed 
eliminating four Cabinet departments 
he said cost taxpayers $70 billion a 
year and do more harm than good.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Days 
after an Idaho Indian tribe 
announced plans for a national lot- 
tery, lawmakers said Friday they 
will try to bar it os part of legislation 
that also would set a two-year mora- 
torium on new Indian gambling. 

Supporters said the measure also 
would require federal background 
checks of Indian gaming officials, 
and apply to tribal garrting the 
reporting and bookkeeping laws that 
govern other cosinos. 

Rep. Robert Torricelli, D-N.J., 
said the measure would restore 
stales' power to regulate gambling 
on tribal lands. That power might 
apply retroactively in some eases. 

Torricelli said that regulatory 
power has been cfTectivcly removed 
after a 1987 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that tribes were not subject to 
state gambling regulations. 

. "We have seen created 296 Indian 
casinos ihaS7i{ billion industry <hai 
is untaxed, unregulated and out of 
control,” Tt^rrieelli said. 

He said state tofteries 'would be 
undermined by Idaho’s Coeur 
d'Alene tribe conducting a national 


lottery using toll-free phone calls 
and credit cards in the 36 states and 
District of Columbia where lotteries 
ore pc.rmitlcd. 

The legislation would require 
each state’s consent for participation 
in a notional tribal lottery. 

Tribal officials in northern Idaho 
say the first national telephone lot- 
tery could generate hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for its 1,300 mem- 
bers in an economic revival that 
began two years ago with a bingo 
hall. 

Englewood, Colo.-based Unistar 
Gaming Co. would organize the 
operation and receive 30 percent of 
the profits. The tribe would receive 
the remaining 70 percent for educa- 
tion, repurchase of tribal lands and 
other needs. 

"We arc interested in feeding our 
children and creating opportunities 
that will impact future generations," 
said David J. Maiheson, general 
manager for tribal gaming. "We ore 
building a ladder these children will 
use to ascend from poverty." 

Torricelli, whose state along with 
Nevada offers casino gambling, said 


Indian gaming spends only $3 mil- 
lion for 24 sUiff members, compared 
to $60 million and 985 employees 
for Nevada and New Jersey regula- 
tory authorities. 

He said organized crime could 
take advantage of the tribes, despite 
Justice Department officials' testi- 
mony during hearings last year that 
little evidence exists of mob infiltra- 
tion. 

"There’s no evidence been found 
principally for the reason that 
nobody has looked," Torricelli said. 
"Nobody knows and nobody is 
going to know until we establish a 
regulatory scheme." 

Indian gaming officiols strongly 
defended their growing industry in 
fending off efforts by Torricelli and 
others last year to tighten federal 
oversight.

2nd day of storms batter 
waterlogged Californians 


ST. HELENA. Calif. (AP) — 
Galc-forcc winds and torrents of 
rain pounded Northern California 
for a second day Friday, swelling 
rivers, closing major highways and 
leaving thousands of residents 
homeless. 

Flash flood and mudslide warn- 
ing were issued for much of a 200- 
milc stretch from Sonoma to 
Monterey. 

National Guard helicopters that 
were to evacuate residents along the 
Napa and Russian rivers were 
grounded in Sacramento due to high 
wind. 

An avalanche blocked a highway 
in the Sierra Nevada, where winds 
of 80 mph, whipped through moun- 
tain passes. Mudslides closed. 
Highway 17, the main route through 
the Santa Cruz Mountains, 

River Street, which niiis along ihe-- 
Guadalupe River in San Jose, turned 
into a real river as water spilled over 
' the banks,' forcing" some residents 
from their homes. 

And after several days of anxious 
wailing, drenching rains finally 
moved into Southern California. Up 
to 4 inches of rain were expected in 
most areas of the south before the 
storm, originally forecast to arrive 


late Wednesday, begins to clear out. 

So far the damage is much less 
than in January, when two weeks of 
Pacific storms caused more than 
S300 million in damage statewide 
and 1 1 deaths. 

In Northern California, Kaiser 
Elementary School, which sits 
below hillsides still scarred from the 
1991 Oakland Hills fire, was evacu- 
ated Friday morning when the dirt 
above began moving. 

The California Highway Patrol 
reported 400 accidents in the San 
Francksco Bay area at one point, and 
power remained out to about 
100,000 homes and businesses. 

Exasperated residents in the 
Russian River area, which endured 
disastrousJlooding only two months 
ago, said they can’t lake any more. 

“Isn’t this a bitch?” said Stefan 
Goya, 46, pulling a rubber boat 
through the muddy water after aban- 
doning his car in Rio Nido. 

“I’m not expecting the water to 
reach my home — it's just that 
you’re without power for days, and 
then there’s all the people you know 
who just finished repairing from the 
last one." 

St. Helena, a picturesque wine 
country town on the Napa River, 


remained one of the worst hit. said 
police spokesman Kerry Porterfield. 
Four hundred people were evacuat- 
ed Thursday from’ low-lying mobile 
home parks and two apartment 
buildings. 

"They said get out so wc left. All 
wc got were our clothes, and wc got 
our cars, too," said trailer pork resi- 
dent Don King, who took shelter at 
a high school. 

Santa Cruz County officials 
reported the San Lorenzo River was 
at its highest levels since a series of 
destructive floods in the early 
1980s, and the Salinas River over- 
flowed Friday, cutting several high- 
ways in Monterey County.' 

In Southern California, sandbags - 
were . piled—waist-high in^La 
Conchita and other flood-prone 
coastal areas. A batter 5f mud oozed 
onto Pacific Coast Highway and 
toward beach homes in Malibu. 

More^ than 5 inches of rain fell 
Friday in the Santa Margarita area 
north ofSan Luis Obispo. 

"It’s been slow to come in mainly 
because the real storm center of this 
system is off the Northern California 
coast,” said meteorologist Todd 
Morris of the National Weather 
Service. 


Bill to tighten Indian gambling 
rules targets national lottery 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Days 
after an Idaho Indian tribe 
~ announced plans for a national lot- 
tery, lawmakers said Friday they 
will try to bar it as part of legislation 
that also would set a two-year mora- 
torium on new Indian gambling, 
Supporters said the measure also 
would require federal background 
' checks of Indian gaming officials, 
and apply to tribal gaming the 
reporting and bookkeeping laws that 
govern other casinos. 

Rep. Robert Torricelli, D-N.J.. 
said the measure would restore 
states' power to regulate gambling 
on tribal londs. That power might 
apply retroactively in some cases. 

Torricelli said that regulatory 
power has been efTcctivcly removed 
after a 1987 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that tribes were not subject to 
state gambling regulations.

SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Six mil- 
lion Americans who are taking a 
class of drugs to lower blood pres- 
sure may instead be increasing their 
risk of heart attacks fay 60 percent, 
researchers reported Friday. 

The drug.s, called calcium channel 
blockers, arc nifedipine, diliiazcm 
and verapamil. They arc sold under 
various brand namc.s, including 
Adalal, Galan.-Cardizcm, Dilacor, 
Lsoplin, Procardia and Vcrclan. 

National guidelines recommend 
Ac use of beta blockers and diuret- 
ics to lower high blood pressure. 

Calcium channel blockers also 
have been widely u.scd to treat high 
blood pressure, but in recent years 
studies have shown they don’t work 
very and arc not considered the best 
treatment. 

However, many American cardi- 
ologists arc still prescribing Uicm for 
that purpose, said study author Dr. 
Bruce Psoty, on epidemiologist at 
the University of Washington in 
Seattle. '• 

“Wc arc very concerned about 
tlic.se results,’’ he said. “Wc believe 
these findings arc real. From a pub- 
lic health point of view, I think it's 
imponunt." 

Previous studies have suggested 
-that calcium channel blockers can bc- 
dangcrous when given to patients 
immediately after a heart attatk, or 
when they arc given some time later 
to prevent a second heart attack, 

'This is the first suggestion that 
they arc dangerous in the large 
group of outwardly healthy people 
who arc trying to prevent heart 
attacks by lowering their blood pres- 
sure. Psaty said. 

About 50 million Americans suf- 
fer from high blood pressure, greatly 
increasing their chances of a heart 
attack. 

Half of those arc being treated, 
and about 25 percent of the patients 
being treated are getting calcium 

Dole seeks cut 
of 4-Cabinet 
departments 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hoping to 
bolster his omservativc credentials for 
the 1996 presidential race. Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole proposed 
eliminating four Cabinet deportments 
he said cost taxpayers S70 billion a 
year and do more harm Aon good. 

In urging an end to the depart- 
ments of Education, Energy, 
Commerce and Housing and Urban 
Development. Dole said Friday that 
Republicans must be more drastic in 
Acir scorch for spending cuts to bal- 
ance Ac budget and shift power from 
-Washington. 

“And I Aink Ac best place to start i.s 
wiA four of Ac most ineffective, bur- 
densome and meddlesome depart- 
ments,” Dole told the National 
Newspaper Association, an organiza- 
tion of community newspaper edtlon>. 

Dole said Ac four agencies, which 
have a combined 74,000 workcr.s, 
“were supposed to be the answer to 
our challenges in education, poverty, 
energy and economic opportunity.” 

Instead, he saiA “more than SI tril- 
lion later, Acy have caused more prob- 
lems than Acy have solved.' Today, 
these agencies arc defined more by 
bottlenecks and bureaucracy, scandal 
and waste, than anything remotely 
connected wiA success." 

Dole’s proposal — which drew 
quick criticism from the Clinton 
adnlinistnition and one of his GOP 
presidential rivals — came os a new 
poll showed him for and away the 
early fovorite for the Republican 
nomination. 


Report on ’60s study suggests 
margarine doubles hazard 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Men 
who ate six teaspoons of mar-' 
gorinc per day had twice the heart 
disease risk of men who didn't cat 
any margarine, a study has found. 

The .study failed to find any 
harmful effects from the coasump- 
tion of butter, but ^searchers said 
tliat finding wa.s probably due tb Ac 
study's limitations. 

It wxs Ac latest of several studies 
to point an accu-sing finger at mar- 
garine, which has long been touted 
as a safer alternative to butter. But 
not all studies have found margarine' 
to be harmful, and researchers arc 
scrambling to try to resolve what 
• has become a murky issue, 

There’s one riling they agree

Moscow, called HB 183 a "bloody-nosc 
bill”, predicting it will come back to haunt 
supporters. Just like anti-abortion legisla- 
tion did in 1990.

Lucas osked. A "yes" vote, he said, would

McDonald reported that 41.070 people in 
the three counties luid jobs, while 2,880 were 
unemployed. 

The statewide unemployment was 5.7 per- 
cent last month, iTp four-tenths of a point for 
the adjusted January rate of 5.3 percent. 

While spring-like conditions helped con- 
struction activity shake the ill-cnccts of rising 
interest rates, analysts said iIjctc was a slow- 
down in tile resource sector. 

In fact, nonagricultunil employment was 
actually up nearly o full percentage point from 
Jonuruy. 

Dwindling sugar beet slocks damaged by 
worm tcmpmiurcs had on adverse impact on 
the processing industry, the analysts added, 
while fann-lo-markct traffic was finally com- 
ing to end, ond muddy roads and spring 
braikup have plagucdlogging activity.; ;

The increase pushed the state's level 
back over the national one fonJhc third 
time in the last four monilis afler Idaho’s 
rate run under the national rate for 33 
months in a row. 

Nationally, the jobless rale dropped three- 
tenths of a ^im to 5.4 percent, hitting a four- 
year low as total payroll employment grew by 
nearly 320.000 workers. 

Job opportunities in Idaho remained rela- 
‘ lively stable from Januaty to Febtuary. Total 
employment dropped just 100 workers to 
564.700. 

But the work force expanded dramatically 
to account for the increase in the jobless rale, 
picking up 2,700 new job seekers to hit a 
record 599,100. 

"The economic outlook colls for cautious 
growth over the next few months," analysis 
said. "Prcdiction.s call for slower growth in 
.the construction, electronics and government 
sectors. The coming summer season will 
cause some busiticsscs to gear up while con- 
sumer confidence will be a factor in business 
expansion decisions.” 

The February rate was two-tcnlhs of a point 
above the level of a year ago, but more than 
1 2,000 more people were on the job this win- 
ter than last. 

In early January, Employment Director 
Roger Madsen predicted the average unem- 
ployment rate for 1995 would be 5.5 percent, 
up ihrcc-tchlhs of a point from 1994's aver- 
age. 

For the first two months, of this year, the 
rate is averaging just that- 55 percent.

BOISE (AP) — Last 
November’s conservative shift in 
what has long been a Republican- 
dominated Legislature was obvi- 
ous Friday us the Senate defeated 
school employee legislation it 
easily approved just a year ago. 

On an 18-16 vote, the Senate 
rejected requiring school boards 
to meet once a year with non- 
teaching employees on salaries 
and other working conditions. 

“They don't have to negotiate; 
they don’t have to agree with 
them,” Democratic Sen. Tim 
Tucker of Porthill said. "They Just 
have to listen. They just have to 
give their employees the courtesy 
of an audience. I don't think 
that’s too much to ask.” 

The mect-and-confer require- 
ment for employees like secre- 
taries, bus drivers and custodians, 
which cleared the Senate on a 21; 

1 1 vote in 1994, falls far short of 
teachers’ negot^ting rights with 
school districts. 

But the majority of 21 senators 
agreeing with Tucker a year ago 
turned into a minority of 16 on 
Friday, 

Three of Tucker’s 1994 
Republican allies — Dean 
Cameron of Rupert,*- Mel 
Richardson of Idaho Falls and 
Grant Ipsen of Boise — switched 
allegiances, and five of the eight 
new Republican members joined 
them. 

As was the case a year ago, the 
bill probobly had no future even if 
it had cleared tlic Senate. It 
almost certainly would have been 
buried in the even more conserva- 
tive House Education Committee. 

The only vocal opposition on 
the Senate floor reflected the hos- 
tile attitude of a number of law- 
makers toward the Idaho

Management wanted Chicago or Dal- 
las. The union wanted New York. The 
sides settled on Orlando, Fla. — seem- 
ingly appropriate for the Mickey Mouse 
atmosphere of the talks. 

Acting commissioner Bud Sclig, speak- 
ing from his office in Milwaukee, said 
the owners' entire, 12-pcrson negotiating 
committee will 'mect Monday to formu- 
late management’s next proposal. Media- 
tor W.J. Uscry spoke at Thursday’s major 
league meeting in Palm Beach, Fla., and 
asked teams to submit their “best” ofier. 

, Sclig said he won’t decide until next 
week whether to attend the talks. 

“I’ll talk to Bill Uscry ab'out that,’’ 
Sclig said. “I’m not sure. We don’t even 
L know what form it’s going to take." 

I:. Management officials said Sclig proba- 
^ bly wouldn’t attend the talks early in the 
; week, but would travel to Orlando if ne- 
gotiations progress positively. 

“I think he is perfectly willing to be 
part of them if we get down to the point, 

' he’s needed," said Chuck O'Connor, the 
owners’ chief labor lawyer. “But he’ll be 
in touch by phone. He has stayed very 
current by telephone." 

Meanwhile, there were growing indica- 
tions the National Labor Relations Board 
will indicate next week how it intends to 
rule on the union’s unfair labor practice 
charges against the owners. Two sources 
. said the NLRB may tell players and own- 
.-crs-as soon as-Tuesday. 

In Florida and Arizona, many teams 
unilaterally renewed the contracts of their 
unsigned players.

all unsigned players by Saturday. 

Because owners aren’t agreeing to 
salary arbitration and changed the lan- 
guage of the contracts, the union is 
claiming all unsigned players arc free 
agents.

Lewis drug story flap 
may spawn libel suit 

BOSTON (AP) - Boston Celtics chairman 
Paul Gaston said Friday he “may have been 
hot-headed” in accusing the The Wall Street 
Jouirml of racism for printing an article sug- 
gesting that drugs killed Reggie Lewis. 

But the team is proceeding with plans for a 
$ 1 00 million libel lawsuit against the newspaper. 

The article published Thursday said the 
Celtics, Lewis’ family and some doctors 
sidestepped the possibility that cocaine con- 
tributed to his heait problems. Lewis died of 
heart failure in 1993. 

The paper said it stands by the story. 

But Joe DiLorenzo, the Celtics’ chief fi- 
nancial ofticer, took issue with the article’s 
claim that Donna Harris-Lcwis, the player’s 
I widow, denied the team’s insurance carrier 
acc es s to his medical records. 

"I’m the one who dealt with Donna direct- 
ly on this. I know there were no problems,” 
DiLorenzo said. ; 

' He also disputed that the team would have 
lost out on an insurance payofi’ if Lewis’ 
doctors said they suspected drug use. .' 

DiLorenzo said a life insurance policy 
purchased by the team bad no such exclu- 
sion. “It wasn’t contested-and it-was paid. 
That’s the bottom line,” he said.

NEW YORK — A barrage of complaints 
from bank customers who claim they were 
misled when they bought mutual funds has 
evoked an unusual response: some banks 
arc quietly making up losses for people 
who swcor to shut up about it. 

Banks arc reimbursing customers who 
lost money when the funds fell in value, say 
customers, consultants and lawyers. Otlicrs 
arc waiving sales fees or letting customers 
withdraw money from funds without pay- 
ing penalties. 

These payments aren’t illegal, and banks 
say they reflect an effort to be responsible. 
But the payments also coincide with intense 
criticism of banks from consumer activists, 
regulators and lawmakers over what they 
call deceptive sales of mutual funds by 
bonks. 

Unlike bank savings accounts, mutual 
funds aren't insured against loss. Some 
bank customers who bought the funds said 
they didn’t understand the difference. 

The settlements, usually made without 
formal- legal prooa^iagftr^tXJJQJge'from 
hundreds to QiouSafiyrofilolWs' sources 
- familiar-with-thicm-said. Before turning the - 
money over, however, banks make cus- 
tomers sign an agreement that prohibits 
them from talking about the settlements. 

The deals arc "very carefully and quietly 
done,” said Dick Ayottc, managing partner 
at American Brokerage Consultants Inc., a 
firm in St. Petersburg, Fla., that advises 
banks about selling investments. 

In bank lobbies all over the country, 
many sales agents arc now aggressively

Critics say some banks have abused their 
image as pillars of safety and exploited cus- 


tomer ignorance by convincing them to 
switch money from safe federally insurance - 
accounts to riskier alternatives. 

Banks deny they’re doing anything im- 
proper. But lawyers who represent irate 
customers say the banks may be paying 
people off to avoid publicity and costly 
court battles, 

For banks, there’s a lot at stake. They’re 
hungry for fees from mutual fund sales and 
want to compete with brokerage firms. 
Some have stumbled along the way. 

Customers who’vc bought funds and lost 
money have sued banks, claiming brokers 
didn’t disclose the risks or say the funds 
weren't insured. 

NationsBank Corp., one of the banks fac- 
ing customer lawsuits, hos-settled a a few 
dozen customer disputes by reimbursing 
losses and waiving sales charges, said cus- 
tomers who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Customers must sign forms that prohibit 
them from suing the bank or disclosing "di- 
• rcctiy or indirectly, orally or in writing, - 
spontaneously or in response to inquiry . . 
.the facts" O^terms oF.tbc settlcrticnt, ac- 
-cording a-draft-copy-of-an-agreeraent-ob— 
tained from a customer who received a pay- 
ment. Customers ore allowed to discuss the 
scitiements with their immediate family, the 
document said. 

NationsBank confirmed the bank’s Na- 
tionsSccurities subsidiary made the settle- 
ments and have a significant number of oth- 
er complaints pending. The bank has not 
not decided how those complaints will be 
resolved. 


Women use 
more profanity 
on the job

SANTA ANA, Calif. — Casual pro- 
fanity has come to the office and from an 
unlikely source — women. 

No one figured it would evolve this 
way, especially as women began to surge 
into the work force in the 1970s. Men 
would have to clean up their raunchy lan- 
guage, the conventional wisdom dictated, 
in deference to the women. 

It hasn’t worked that way. 

Instead, women in the workplace can 
blister the paint with the gusto of a steve- 
dore in a tavern. It-s a transition in the 
American workplace that suggests -that 
the social and cultural norms of the work- 
place arc still largely set by men despite 
the legions of women who have entered 
the work force in the past three decades. 

Women who spike their workplace talk 
with profanity "want to be one of the 
— boys," says Judy Rosener, a management 
professor at the University of California,

— issues.-Thc movement ofwomcn into thc- 
prcviously male-dominated workplace 
has been so swift that many are still inse- 
cure and tend to be what Rosener calls 
“colluders." adapting the dress, actions 
and speech of males in the workplace. 

"You act like them,” she says. "They 
set the rules, they set the values.”
